argument holds good in reference to 
the census of previous years.

is no reason 
to believe that the 


county has suffered

cause this year than it has in other 
y;ars. 
The same cause 
would be 


likely to produce the same 
effect. 


Assuming that; the census 
returns 


for 1902 are as' approximately cor- 
rect as they were for.the preceding 
year,, the 
conclusion 
is inevitable 


that the birth rate is decreasing, 
and that too at an alarming rate. 
The mere fact that the census re- 
turns shows a decline of 55 children 
under 5 years of age, and 50 between 
5 and 17 years, 
speaks 
for itself. 
Itsimply signifies that the number 
of children of school 
age cannot be 


reinforced from the ranks of those 
under five years. If the number is 
to be maintained, the juvenile popu- 
lation necessary 
to that end must 


come from without, and not from 
within the county. 
The school cen- 


sus ought to be the most accurate 
ofany official returns of a statistical 
character. 
The marshals 
are resi- 
dents of the respective districts,'' and 
are usually well acquainted therein. 
As a rule the districts are small, 
and almost every family is person- 
allyknown to the marshal. . Under 
such conditions, the returns ought 
to 
be almost 
absolutely 
correct. 


And itis these considerations 
that 
make the decline, and the anomal- 
ous

we have referred to,
